FIRST MAYOR OF GREEN BAY. 


Burial Will Take Place at Green 


Bay, WIs., Under the Direc­ 


tion of the Masons. 


Colonel 
Henry 
Eugene Eastman 
.oundcr and principal owner of 
the 
celebrated Eastman Springs, died at 
his home near this city yesterday af­ 
ternoon, shortly after 3 o’clock, aged 79 
years. 


Henry Eastman was born in Strong, 
Maine in 
1819 and was a graduate 
of Bowdoin college of the law depart­ 
ment. 
W hen at the age of 11) Mr. East­ 
m an moved to Green Bay, Wis., and 
was the iirst mayor of that city. 
He 
was engaged several years in the prac­ 
tice of law but before his departure 
from Green Bay he was general man­ 
ager of the National Life Insurance 
company in which company he carried 
•2,000 insurance. 


Mr. Eastman served during the late 
w ar as colonel of the second Wisconsin 
cavalry and won many honors as a 
brave and kind otlicer. 


Besides a wife he leaves fivechildren 
as follows: 
Mrs. Mae 
Lamb, Mrs. 
Belle Woodruff, Mrs. Maude E. Mc­ 
Cord, and Ben K. Eastman of this city 
and Mrs. Grace E. Norris of Minnea­ 
polis. 


Colonel Eastman was a literary man 
and a poet of rare merit. 


He has written his obituary which 
will appear in this paper i*i a few days. 


The funeral will be held tomorrow at 
10 o ’clock at the house. 
The remains 
will be taken to Green Bay, Wis., on 
the 12 o’clock train for burial, accom­ 
panied by J. M. Norris.II.

The tone 
of the discussion was very firm and de­ 
term ined th a t there m ust come an end 
to the present state of affairs in Cuba.

W ashington tomorrow or Friday, th a t 
it w as very voluminous, and th at the

Alaska. 


Valdes Pass, Alaska, March 0.—Mr. 
Hallman and myself are again on terra 
firma, and although nearly four thous­ 
and miles from home are still In the 
United States possessions. 


We were landed February 26, at 3 p. 
m. on the ice in the V’^aldes Bay, and 
two miles from shore. 
The crew be­ 
gan unloading as soon as we 
were 
anchored and it was hustle and bustle 
until 12 at night before everything was 
otY the boat. 
Everyone was hustlinj? 
after his baggage as fast as it was 
lowered to the ice. The name on each 
article was called otT and the owner 
claimed,it drew’ it back a little way and 
came for more. 
We began hauling to 
shore at 7 o’clock that evening and did 
not get throug)i until 3 in tlie morning. 
We went back and stayed on the boat 
until morning and bribed the cook for 
breakfast. 
Then we betran camp life. 
First we began to shovel tno snow 
away foronetent, which is 14x18 feel. 
'I'hesnow is at a depth of five feet and 
we were so stilT and sore from hauling 
and shoveling that we were pleased to 
lay our sleeping bags down on the snow 
and sleep. 
My sleeping bug is of can­ 
vas for the outer casing with a sheep 
skin bag inside and is very warm. 


We have everything in readiness for 
the remainder of the party which will 
be here on 
the steamer Excelsior 
tomorrow or next day. There has been 
a great many cod fish caught here in the 
bay and a few halibut, also two sharks. 
They are the blue sharks, not of the 
man eating class, and will weigh about 
two hundred pounds. 


We were upon the glacier today for 
the lirst time, 
it is five miles from our 
camp to the foot and fourteen from there 
to the summit. 
'Ve w-ere about half 
way up aiul It Is no snap. 
No one need 
come here for a soft job for It Is busi­ 
ness such as most people are not used 
to. 
The arlacier is covered with great 
crevices from fifty to one hundred feet 
wide which are nearly filled with snow 
otherwise it would be lm]M)ssible to 
cross. There are tw'o hundred men 
here who have been here since last fall 
waiting for snow to lill the crevices to 
get over. 
Some of them are only half 
the way over. 


VVe expect to be about thirty days 
going over. 
A part of the way we can 
haul on sleighs and the remainder we 
wfll be compelled to pack. This is a 
second Chilkoot Pass. 
There are two 
towns here, Copper City. Hangtown as 
it is called, since the hanging of the 
cowbov, January 2. This tow’n is tw’o 
miles from us and at the head of the 
bay. Our town is called California 
town. There is a snuill supply store a 
short di^tance from here down the bay. 
There are two men that (•auie up on 
the boat with us that are sick, and are 
going to take the next boat back. One 
is from Virginia aiul the other from 
Nebraska. 


Ganie is not very plentiful, although 
we saw a bear down on the lee Thurs­ 
day. He was aljout twt> miles away and 
so large we were willing to let him go 
in peace. 


We are not all of the masculine gen­ 
der here. There are five women and 
one burro. 
She arrived Friday on the 
Steamer Rival. 


There is a population in the tw'o 
tow’ns of si.\' hundred and still growing 
larger. There has been three boats in 
since w’e came, one Friday and two 
schooners today, carrying one hundred 
passengers.

UNEQUAL TAXATION. 


In bis message to the state legisla­ 
ture Governor Pingree made the fol­ 
lowing statements, which if untrue, 
may easily be overthrown: 


The entire value of the assessed prop­ 
erty of the state in 169H, as equalized 
by the board of supervisors, was $818,- 
086,160. The board of review, acting 
under section 1230 of Howell’s statues, 
fixed the average of taxes for state, 
county and municipal purposes at .028. 


The total cost of railroad property in 
the state as returned by the companies 
and verifled by the affidavits of their 
officers, for the same year, was $301,003,- 
148.44. 


If the companies had been assessed 
upon this sworn valuation their taxes 
for that year, at the average rate, 
would have amounted to $8,428,088.15. 
The taxes which they paid were $741,- 
408.77. Their tax amounted to a little 
less than one-quarter of 1 per ccnt 
upon their own sworn valuations, 
it 
was less than one-eleventh of the per­ 
centage paid by other taxpayers of the 
state. 


The average rate of taxation, as fixed 
by the board of review for the year 
1897, is reported to me as 3 per cent. 
The taxes to be paid by the railroads 
do not materially diirer from those col­ 
lected In 1895. 


The enormous Inequality In which I 
called your attention in my special mes­ 
sage of May 6, 1897, has Increased In­ 
stead of growing less.

St. Paul, M arch 23.—J. H. Southall, 
until 8ix m onths ago chief clerk in the 
engineering departm ent of the United 
States governm ent for the upper Mis­ 
sissippi, Is a t his home in St. Anthony 
Park, one of the city’s suburbs, under 
charge of a detective, although it is 
stated th at he has not been formally 
arrested, and the charge against him 
involves the issuance of governm ent 
time checks to an am ount variously 
estim ated at anyw here from 1300,000 to 
more than double th at flgure.

p art of his duty to Issue such checks 
in paym ent for work on the river, but

Sise of lliiscallty Yet Unknown.

reiKirtod as a decided gainer from deal­ 
ings in various stocks.

present unfortunate predicam ent his 
wife Is reported seriously 111. 


lIunkH FlrHtfiRt Onto tli« Fraud. 
A bout three weeks ago 
the local 
banks, which first became Interested 
through some H artford, Conn.. holders 
of the paper, began an investigation 
and became satlslled th a t the am ount 
of checks out was far in excess of the 
money appropriated by the governm ent 
to carry on the work of the upper Mis­ 
sissippi river. 
Proceeding with their 
investigation in behalf of them selves 
and their correspondents out of the 
city the 
local 
bankers 
called upon 
Southall for an explanation. A fter sev­ 
eral interview s, in which it is claimed 
th a t he tried to prove th a t there was 
nothing in the claims, it is said th at 
he finally adm itted th at fully 25 per 
cent, of the checks th a t are now out­ 
standing are worthless. All the checks 
are alike, and the w orthless ones m ere­ 
ly contain fictitious names. 


Say the Qoveriiment Is l.l»ble. 


To protect them selves the banks a t 
once took the stand th a t the govern­ 
m ent having adopted a scheme for the 
paym ent of the workmen employed by 
it th at enabled an employe to defraud 
the banks and other innocent purchas­ 
ers of the paper it should be compelled 
to stand the lo.ss.

J. H. Southall has been employed by 
Ihe governm ent for a period of more 
than fifteen years, up to six m onths ago. 
At th a t time he resigned the position of 
chief clerk of the engineers’ departm ent 
in th is city, being succeeded by J. D. 
Dushane. It was given out a t the time 
th at Southall retired fro m .th e position 
of clerk, th at he had made considerable 
money in speculation In corn, and th at 
he intended In the fu tu re to devote his 
entire time to the stock m arket. 
His 
duties while he was acting as clerk 
were to keep the tim e as turned In by 
the foremen of the pay th a t was due the 
workm en and in tim e to pay them off in 
these time checks. 


The tim e checks w'ere often bought

San Francisco, M arch 23.—Upon the 
arrival of the Paciflc Coast Steam ship 
com pany's steam er Santa Kosa from 
San Dtego yesterday the news w as re­ 
ceived of another horrible accident, in­ 
directly attributed to the Aiaslcan gold 
excitem ent, which is believed to have 
cost the lives of torty passengers and 
sailors.

Santa Rosa, reported tn a t early yes­ 
terday morning, while nine miles off 
Point Bonita, a t the m outh of the Gol­ 
den Gate, he sighted a derelict bottom 
up. 
The tug Sea W itch was imme 
diately dispatched to the point indi­ 
cated and found the derelict to be the 
baric Helen W. Almy, C aptain Hogan, 
which sailed hence for Copper river 
points with tw enty-seven passengers 
and a crew of thirteen on Sunday last. 
The bark lay upon her starboard sidt 
with her stern low down in the \vaiur. 
her deck ham per badly wrecked and 
several planks of lier hull washed loose 
by the seas which broke over her. 


Evidence Thiit It Is a H orror. 
W hile there were no signs of boats 
am ong the wreckage, it is not believed 
th at her passengers and crew escaped 
by putting off from the vessel in them 
as there has been a very heavy seu 
for several days past. F urtherm ore no 
word has been received from the su r­ 
vivors, if any exist, although the de­ 
relict was sighted Within ten miles of 
the shore, and fully forty-eight hours 
have passed since the wreck occurred. 
According to the tugboat men there 
w as a pretty stiff breeze when the 
Almy sailed out of the Golden Gate on 
Sunday last, and by noon it was blow­ 
ing a gale. 
She left here under top­ 
sails. and when last seen w as standing 
out for an oiling. 
There was a heavy 
sea running, and it Is supposed that 
some time during the night she wa^; 
struck by a squall and turned turtle.
